Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-7, 10, 12-13, and 16-18 are allowed. 

Reason's for Allowance 

2. The Applicant's invention as claimed, namely a release liner comprising a surface with a 
pattern of substantially continuous structures thereon exhibiting a pitch between 500 and 2500 
microns and a sidewall angle between 30 and 50 degrees is neither anticipated nor fairly 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

The Examiner agrees with the Applicant's remarks in the Amendment filed 1 1/28/03. 
Although Calhoun '765, Calhoun '930, and Abe teach release liners with protrusions exhibiting 
various pitches and sidewall angles, none of the aforementioned references anticipate or fairly 
suggest the combination of sidewall angle and pitch claimed by the Applicant. As demonstrated 
in the specification and reiterated in the Applicant's response, the combination of sidewall angle 
and pitch as claimed by the Applicant exhibits unexpected results with regards to the adhesion 
between the liner and adhesive tape. Therefore, the Applicant's invention is considered 
patentable over the prior art.
